Representative Steve Eliason proposes the following amendments:

1. Page 3, Lines 59 through 64:

59 (b)  The division may:

60 (i)  evaluate private  land, school and institutional trust land,  and federal land with the potential to

be purchased by, transferred

61 to, or leased to, the state for potential designation as a state monument; and

62 (ii)  enter into negotiations with the relevant federal agency  , School and Institutional Trust Lands

Administration,  or private entity to pursue

63 the transfer, sale, or lease of federal land for the proposed state monument, as appropriations

64 allow. 

2. Page 4, Lines 107 through 110:

107 (5)  If a proposed state monument falls within state land managed by a state agency

108 other than the division  ,  :{ }

(a)  the division shall consult with the managing state agency regarding the

109 monument designation proposal  .  ; and{ }

(b) the committee may not take action to designate the state land when doing so may cause teh

managing state agency to breach a fiduciary, contractual, or other legal obligation governing

management or use of the state land.
